The system is designed to 
eliminate many of the frequent 
busy signals outside callers have 
received when attempting to 
reach county departments, 
according to County 
Maintenance Director Murrell 
. Twibell. 

Each county department will 
have several new telephone 
numbers listed in the new 
telephone directory. The old 
732-5511 county number will 
no longer be used. 

The changeover date was 
selected to occur after issuance 
of the new Pacific Telephone 
directory which the company 
began distributing last week. 

“The new system should run 
smoothly if each person will use 
the new telephone directory 
when making calls to the 
county,” said Twibell. 

He emphasized that under the

SCHOOL NEEDS 


SUBSTITUTE 
INSTRUCTORS 


PORTERVILLE — Need for 
substitute instructors - especially 
male substitutes - is becoming 
‘Sincreasingly critical’? in 
Porterville, according to 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Secondary Instruction Don 
Howard. 

Howard states that illness, 
jury duty, and leaves of absence 
are taking their toll on the roll 
of 140 instructors now 
employed in the high school 
district. Male substitutes are 
especially needed in the areas of — 
boys’ physical education, shop, 
and agriculture, but qualified 
substitutes are almost always in 
demand in virtually every 
subject for both males and 
females, 

State law requires that 
substitutes must have a 
minimum of 90 collegiate units 
to be eligible for a substitute 
credential or have a current 
California credential. The degree 
need not be in the subject being 
taught. 

Substitutes. in the Porterville 
district are..currently paid $30 
for a full day. of teaching, and 
partial days also are required on 
occasion. On the average, four ‘to 
as many as 12 substitutes are 
needed daily in the 9-12 schools.
